1 ? the specific limitations of a two step ironing process on a can body having thermoplastic resin 
coating on both sides where in the first ironing step a thickness reduction is achieved in the range 
of 35 to 55% and a thickness reduction of 60 to 75% is achieved in the second step are not 
anticipated or made obvious over the prior art of record in the examiners opinion. 

With respect to claim 9, the positioning of the ironing dies relative each other with 
respect to the can body while being capable of achieving a thickness reduction ratio in the range 
of 35 to 55% with the first ironing die and a thickness reduction ratio of 60 to 75% with the 
second ironing die on a metal can having a thermoplastic resin coating on both sides is not 
anticipated or made obvious over the prior art of record in the examiner opinion.
